ORDER 

New Delhi, the 22nd Juki 1969 

S.O, 3028 .—Whereas the Central Government ia of opinion that for the pur¬ 
poses specified in clause (1) and clause (ii) of sub-section (1) of section 139 
of the Border Security Force Act, 1988 (47 of 1968),— 

(a) an officer of the rank corresponding vo that of the lowest rank of mem¬ 

bers of the Force is empoAvered under the Code of Criminal Proce¬ 
dure, 1898 (5 of 1898), io exercise and discharge the powers and duties 
under sections 47, 48, 49, ,91, 93, 54, 149, 150, 151 and 152 of the said 
Code; 

(b) an officer of a rank corrct.ponJing 10 or lower than that of officers and 

subordinate officers of the Force is empowered under the said Code 
to exercise and discharge the powers and duties under sections 55, 
102, 103 and 131 thereof; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of sec¬ 
tion 139 of the Border Security Force Act, 1968 (47 of 1068), the Central Govern¬ 
ment hereby directs that for the purposes referred to in clause (i) and clause (ii) 
of that sub-section,— 

(a) any member of the Force may within the local limits of the areas spe¬ 
cified in the Schedule hereto annexed exercise and discharge the 
powers and duties under sections 47, 48, 49, 51, 53, 64, 149, 160, 161 and 
152 of the Code of Criminal Procedure. 1898 (5 of 1898); 
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(b) any officer or subordinate officer of the Force may within the local 
limits of the areas specified in the said Schedule exercise and dis¬ 
charge the powers and duties under sections 66, 102, 103 and 131 of 
the said Code. 

The Schedule 

1. The whole of the area comprised in the Union territories of Manipur and 
Tripura, 

2, So much of the area comprised within a belt of eighty kilometres in the 
State of Gujrat, fifty kilometres in the State of Rajasthan and fifteen kilometres in 
(ho State of Punjab, West Bengal and Assam, running along the borders of India.
